Flot to Destroy the Japanese Fleet- 
Arrest and Detention of tbe 
PriQCipaisi^ ' ■ 



A Skillfully Devised Sclieiuo— Success 
of tbe Cliiaese Loan in 
Loudoii. 



LoNUo.v, Nov. 7. — Tho Chinese loan aub 
soription list was oloaed ia London at 11 
a. m. to-day instead of 4 p.m. as had been 
intended. The whole amount of the loan 

was (taken up in London alone. The excess 
of ^plications over the requiremeats will 
nob»be known until tho amounts applied for 
in Ilainburg, Amsterdam, HoDgUong and 
Shatogbai have been announoed. 

^AsniNOTONT, Nor. 7.f-A United Press 
deegatoh from Yokohama, published this 
tiiornlng, states that two Americans and cue 
ChinLSo passenger on board tho steamer 
Sydney were arrested by tho Japanese auth- 
orities at Kobe u few days ogo, after which 
tho steamer was permitted to proceed on hor 
voyage. Behind thia simplo announcement 
lies a story of tho China-Japan war whioh 
1b full of dramatio interest. Aboul 
ill weeks ago the report was cir- 
culated in diploinatio circles hero 
that Mr. Mooro, one of the members 
of the Chinese legation, had been recalled to 
Pekln by the home government. It was 
said that ho had been ordered back in die- 
gruoo and hia friends wero profuse in thoir 
oxpreaaions of sympathy. It was notico- 
ablrf, however, that Mr. Mooro bore hia ill 
foiJaino well, but by many it waa feared 
his return to hia native country would 
beilpllowcd by hia apeedy decapitation. It 
appears that the supposed recall was 
notJn any sense a recall, bnt Mr. Moore was 
retarning to China in pursnance of a 
uleffr scheme which had for Its 
purpose tbe deatmotion by dynamite 
audr^ torpedoes of the Japanese fleet 
now in Chinese waters. Mr. Moore ia the 
Chinaman referred to in the forettoing 
deepatoh, and his assooiates are John Wild, 
an Inventor, of Providence, R.I., and a Mr. 
Cameron, a Scotchman who was employed 
for a time as a workman in the Hotohkias 
torpedo manufactory, also at Providence, 
Mesara. Wild and Cameron had, it ap- 
pears, satitfied tho Chinoeo government of 
theii: ability to Buocecafuily destroy tho 
•lapuneae vessels and Mr. Mooro waa in- 
strir,cted by the Pekin government to con- 
(it^t^em to Shanghai. They travelled lo 
Sa;to^2'aDoisco und thenco to Yokohama 
un^S» assumed names, Mr. Wild being 
l:-i*^8Hi as Howie, and Mr. Cameron aa 
■Courtney. 

The Japanesegovernment, through sources 
whioh they deolino lo reveal, learned of tho 
plo»and when the trio sailed from Yoko- 
hi^A they wero arrested en route at Kobe, 
a Japanese seaport. Particulars of their 
arrest are contained in a cable dated at 
Hiroshima, the headqaurtera of tho Japanese 
army and navy, yesterday and whioh was 
received at tbe legation this morninf;. The 
despatch ia aa followt;:: 

" A Chinese oflioial with two foreigners, 
an Englishmen and an American, wore ar- 
rested at Yokohama a few days since on the 
steamer Oaelio. All were under aaaunied 
names. The foreigners wero suspeotod of 
entering into an agreement through Chinese 
ofBolals with the Chinese government for tho 
purpose of engaging in the war against 
Japan. They landed at Yokohama and 
took passage on board the steamship 
Sydney for (%ina. The captain of 
the Japanese war vessel the Snka- 
ba, under orders from headonarters, 
exeroised the right of visitation and 
search on board tho Sydney when she was 
in the harbor <j! Knbo and found in their 
possession au agreement with the Chinese 
government to destroy the entire navy of 
Japan within eight weeks by the use of 
torpedoes. Other oflioial dooiimonts ou tho 
same aubject wore also found. In con 
Bet|ueiioe tho three wt-ru iirreatod iind taken 
aaliore and the ehip released from detention." 

It ia understood that, none of tho trio will 
bo punished by i\n\ Japanese government, 
but they will probably be hold aa prieonera 
of war indefinitely.

" 'J'ho (V.ir's end was hastened by hia aver- 
sion to food, tho want of which weakened 
him so much that death resulted much 
Boonor than tho doctors had expoctod, thus 
thwarting tho intention to have tho cere- 
mony attending FrinoosB Alexia' convercion 
take plaon in Hia Majeaty'a proaenco. He 
admits differing in opinion with I'rof. Zich- 
orin, but says that they always made un 
amicable oompromiae.

Men with 
lower motives might have frequently yielded 
to the irritation and terrible triala which 
Alexander had always reeiated.

Bepablicans Victorious TbrouKboat 
Almost tbe Entire United 
States. 



Wouderfal Cbang:e in tbe Opinion of 
tbe Great American 
Public 

New Yokk, Nov. 7. — Tho returns of tbe 
congressional election reoeived to-day have 
but emphasized the magnitude of the Re- 
publican viotory. Since last night, tho 
number of Republican representatives has 
inereaaod from '210, which then seemed tho 
probable number, to L'liO, and tho Doiiio- 
oratio and Populist ranka shrank corres- 
pondingly in the reports, Tho figures show 
that the Republicans will probably have 
not only a largo majority but more than 
two-tblrds of the house. 

New Yokk, Nov, 7.— Morton's plurality 
for governor is placed at between 14,5 000 
and 160.000. 

Washinoton, Nov. 7.— In all of the 
states except Maine, Oregon and Vermont 
tho people voted yesterday for representa 
tivea in congress. In thirty states elections 
wero held for state ofHoers, and in two 
others for members of the Hgialature. In 
tho west, northwest and on tbe Paoifio 
coast the Republioan gains are overwhelm- 
ing, and the Demboratio losses in the south- 
west ate of such a magnitude as to suggest 
almost a revolution. In Nevada tho silver 
party is beaten. Ohio has given the largest 
Republican majority in its history. It is 
thought official returns will show a plurality 
of 110,000 to 150.000, AVIsconsin has elect- 
ed the Republican state ticket and nine out 
of ten congressmen. In Illinois tho Demo- 
crats are cruahingly defeated. The state ia 
going Republican by from 40,000 to uO,- 
000 plurality. The oongreBaional delegation 
is almost solidly Republioau. Indiana ia 
Republican by from '20,000 to 25,000 plural- 
ity. 

In Now Hampshire tho Republican Gov- 
ernor has been elected and that party's vic- 
tory is almost complete. Ninoty-aoven 
towns in Massachusetts give Groenhalger 
(Republican), for Governor, 14,2G4 plurality. 
Minnesota is Republican by thirty to forty 
thousand and the entire (Republican con- 
greaaional delegation elected. Practically 
tho same can be said of Iowa, Idaho, North 
Dukoto and O. T. They have gone Repub- 
lican by pluralities ranging from one to 
three thousand. The indications are that 
tho Democrats have elected only one con- 
gressman in Pennsylvania. With tho ex- 
ception of a few precincts, 00 per cent, of 
the vote in California Is In. The Repub- 
licans carry the State ticket tvith the exoep- 
tion of D. Mangir, Democrat, snrveyor- 
generai, and Jackson Temple, long term jus- 
tice. 

Salt Lakk City, Utah, Nov. 7. — Un- 
official returns, which will not bo materially 
ohanged by tbe officiaLoount, show thab tbe 
Repnblioans have carried Utah by 1,000. 
The Republicans will also probably control 
the constitutional convention. 

Seatilb, Not. 7. — Returns from various 
counties are still coming in slowly. Knough 
had been learned, however, to show that 
the next legislature will bo Republican with 
a probable luajority of twenty on o joint 
ballot. In Boveral countiea tho I'opuliata 
have made gains on tho legialativo ticket. 
Tho Republican oongreasional ticket is 
elected hoyond doubt, aa well aa the Su 
promo court judges. Tho Populist gaina are 
largely local, and in many countiea they 
elected utoro or losa of tho county officials. 
The Populist Btato ticket will poll a heavier 
vote than tho Deniocratio. 

Nkw Youk, Nov. 7.— Tho Advertiser 
says: " Tho battle ia over. Tho enemy ia 
routed. Republicnnism has triumphed. 
Protection will Btill protect, and Tammany 
is overthrown. Tho victory moans that the 
groat American people have been aroused 
and have shown thoinsolves worthy of their 
(jlorioua heritiige. It means tho death, be- 
yond all ponaibility of resurrection, of that 
party which for forty years has never had 
power without showing an increased capa- 
city for blundering and incompetency. 
Finally, tho viotory means that from tho 
lakes to the gulf and from tho Atlantic to 
tho I'aoifio WB should give thanks for the 
downfall of tho Deniocratio party and what 
it BtandB for in tho triumph of protection, 
law and order, good government and all 
that makes tho glory of the nation. The 
Domoorotic party is indeed dead. Praise 
God from whom all blessings flow." 

London, Nov. 7.— The Times says; "Al- 
though It is generally expected that the 
Democrats would be beaten, nobody antici- 
pated a rout so oomplete. From present in- 
dications It seems donbtfol whether MoKln- 
leyism will be revived, bnt with a lorge 
fighting majority there is no guarantee that 
tho Ropuhlloan party will not aim at restor- 
ing the Mclvinley tariff."

L 
am glad to learn that yen are setting a good 
example in tbo way of cultivating the land 
and following other kinds of industry. You 
and we tho white people are fellow oitizena 
and fellow aubjeota — fellow subjeots of the 
illustrious Queen. The Queen is the emblem 
and representative of our constitutional 
rights and liberties. We are nil settlers in 
this land, but the Indiana certainly are older 
settlers than we, and therefore it is quite 
right that their address should come 
firat. I hopo wo shall all he able to join 
in inoreaeing tho prosperity of thia country, 
and lastly wo ahall always value this intor- 
eating addreaa aa a pleasant token of a very 
interesting occasion, and when I write to 
Her Majeaty the ('neon I shall mention this 
event, bucauso 1 know it will interest Her 
Majesty. Lady Aberdeen ia taking aoma 
photograph.s and if they are aucoeaaful wo 
ahall uend eomo to Her Majesty, One more 
word about the school. Wo are very pleaaod 
to hear that tho industrial achool ia thriving 
and that it is sure to do much good. Now, 
on behalf of Lady Aberdeen and myself, 
Hia Honor tho Lit ut. -Governor, Mrs. 
Dowdney and the RRBonibled company, we 
offer our hearty good wishes. 

His Excellency concluded by thankiog'the 
band for the manner in which it had ren- 
dered tho national anthem. 

Immediately after tho presentation of tbe 
address from the Indians, a boy from tbe 
Kuper island sohool read very nioely an ad- 
dress of welcome, to which Bis Exoellenoy 
responded in these terms : 

This, like the other address whioh WO 
have received, is a graceful and oordiai ex- 
pression, brief and to the point. We thank 
you very heartily for it. It is all ^the more 
ugiouable and welcome tons beoause it bears 
signs of being the spontaneous and ftotnai 
produotlon of the pupils, or of one repre- 
senting the pupils of this excellent school. 
I notice also with satiafaotlon your reference 
to the elTorta of the Government to act 
justly and crinBiderately toward the Indians, 
especially in relation to the oBlablishinent of 
tho Industrial school. You may bo very 
sure that it ia tho pormaneiit attitude and 
diapoaition of tho aulhoritlea in thio country 
to (lo their part not only in acting fairly and 
juatly, hut more — to endeavor to seouro op- 
portunities for enabling tho Indiana and 
others to improve tlieir position and to de- 
velop tho roBouroes of the country as well aa 
its progress in its boat sense— namely, tho 
economical, moral and tellgioua welfare of 
the whole population. I again thank you 
and beg that you will convey to your fellow- 
pupils our best thanks for this action on 
their part. I will conclude with oordiul

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WESTMINSTER ASSIZES. 



Grace Irylug: Found Unilty of Assault 
in Stabbiuff P. Qt. ^ 
Turner. 



The Evidence Addnced in the Case- 
Other Court I'roeeed' 
lusrs. 



New Wkstminster, Nov. 7.— (Speoial)— 
(The Fred. G. Turner attempted murder 
trial, ia which Grace Irving ia the accused, 
began yesterday aod was continued far into 
the night, and adjourned until 10 o'clock 
this morning. Tumor's ovidoEco was of a 
rather aensutional churaotor, and reviewed 
his relations with Grace Irving from when 
he first met her in a dlsreputahle house, and 
afterwards gave her nnoney in an attempt to 
induce her to live a better life. Up to the 
time she stabbed him Turner wrote her 
many letters, and extracts from them of an 
afTectionato nature were read in .open court 
by the lawyer for the aooused. 

Dr. Walker gave evideDoe that, if the 
wound had been an inoh lower it would have 
penetrated the heart. 

The case was continued to-day. 

(Jhitf Huston swore that on arresting the 
prisoner, in answer to a remark she said : 
" I struck for his heart and auppoEo I struck 
it." On the way to the look-up the priaonor 
said she hoped Turner was not badly hurt. 
The rolations existing between luriier and 
Grace Irvine were the sabjeobof much discus- 
sioD. 

The Court saw no necoaaity to go fur- 
ther into this, as from what had gone 
before the jury would bo instructed that the 
relations batweou the purtios wu3 iilmoat, if 
not quite, those of a man and his mistress. 

The uoouaed then took the witnesa box. 
She enid Turner and ahe had tirat mob in a 
place of ill ropute. A close intimacy sprang 
up ; she loved Turner very much. 'Three 
months after, she went to live at No, 3 
Blaokie street, and for five months remain- 
ed true to him. She went to Victoria and 
Seattle and received numerous loving letters 
from Turner, 

The lawyer for the defence wanted to 
read the letters buo was not allowed. 

From Victoria she went to San Francisco 
and Taooma, Turner putting up for her to 
learn stenography. Not boiog able to live 
respectable by getting employment, she re- 
turned in February, 1894, and lived in Tur- 
ner's cottage on Agnes street. She thought 
then her affection was reciprocated, Afcer- 
trards she lived on lurner'a ranch at Maple 
,Bidge., It was very lonely but she stayed 
there for the sake of meeting him. The 
only break in the monotony were his visits. 
(Ehe only way she had of living was by funds 
supplied by Xnraer. She oanie from the 
ranch to the Douglas House, Turner 
telephoned be would meet her, " He did not 
oome ail day,"she continued, "and Ifelthurt, 
I bought the knife to out the cords on my 
boxes. When I stabbed Turner I could 
have'stabbed him again, but did not. I 
kept a house of ill-fame in ISOli, and was an 
Inmate of one in Nanuimo, but not in Vic- 
toria or Seattle. Turner was not as liberal 
with bis money as some other friends. I 
did not want him for his money. I was 
iTiirried in San Francisco and deserted my 
husband. I stabbed Turner because he lied 
to me. Ha awore to me that he was intimate 
wr b no other woman. I stabbed him in a 
puacion. Turner said, " .My God, what have 
you done ?" 

Accused then illustrated how ahe stabbed 
Turner. 

In charging the jury Judge Bole said in 
tl t- course of a long addresa that they could 
arquit the prisoner, but they would not be 
doing their duty ; they could also bring in a 
verdict of common assault only. Grioe 
Irving was an intelligent girl and behaved 
well in the box. He was very much pained 
to see her in such a position. His Lord- 
ship's charge was strongly in favor of the 
prisoner — almost as much so as that of the 
lawyer for the aooused. The jury were out 
two hours and returned with a verdict of 
" Common assault." No sentence was 

In the oose against H, P. MoCraney Mr, 
Leamy, the Crown prosecutor, said it was a 
case oiE accounting for months between 
parties and was a oivil case. It had been 
withdrawn and Mr. MoCraney exonerated 
from all blame. There is now a talk of a 
suit being brought for false imprisonment. 

Alexander MoLean, accused of stealing a 
quantity of goods from a freight car of the 
C P,R. at the Mission last June, on the ad- 
vice of Judge Bole pleaded guilty to having 
stolen ffoods in his possession, knowing the 
same to have boon stolen, 

The jury returned no bill in the case of 
thu Qiicen against £. H. Fort, the land 
deal in which the accused is charged with 
illegal transfer. 

In the C130 of Rogina vs. Adams, attempt 
to murcior Indian Charlie, the jury brought 
in a verdict ol attempt to do bodily harm 
with a recommendation to mercy. 

Roea and Philips for attonipted escape 
from the penitentiary wore eoutcnced to one 
year's imprisonment. 

Edward Jones rharged with au attempt- 
ed ec'jape frhm jiil said he had already 
been puniaiind and wanted to know how 
many times he should be punished for the 
Bame thing. 

His Lordship said he would make some 
enquiry regarding the matter an*d for the 
present defer sentence. 

True bills have been returned in the Louis 
Victor and Lobb murder cases.

ToKio, Jttpan, Oat. .'30. — (CorieBpondepae 
of the Uaited Preea per steamer Belgio.) — 
>Tho Korean pentnBuIek hM now been cleared 
of Chinoae troops from end to end. {Corea 
was one of the laaiiYeatigM of- the middle 
kingdom, one cf the lasfc Jittle border itBtei" 
that acted aa buffdra between the big empire 
and the "Outer Birbiriuna." Indopondent 
toward all the alien world, depoL'dant to- 
ward the Celestial empire alone, that waa 
the anomalous statua of theao buffers. One 
after another they have b«en ahaken free by 
the iinpfteti of Western aggression— Bnrmuh, 
Siam, Tonqnio, Annan, the Amoor region- 
all 'have fallen away, leaving the ^Anka 
of the middle kingdom oxf ojed to the kioka 
of the profane Oooident. Korea alone in- 
mainod. To her rtlationa with Kor^^ 
China oQuld uot ohooso but '/mparb Somp! 
element of roftUfcy, for ueyond the bordpfa of 
the poniiiBula Ru'idla stood alwaya ready to 
advargo, Tberaforo the Pokir, atatoBmen 
'j^enly Oalliiu Korea 9, dct>5udcuoy and Eu- 
Wps believed Viiat thoy bad both the will 
&nd the ability to protecc it. But two bat- 
tles have auffiaed to drive the last of 
the banner men acriiu the Yalu liver and 
to plaoe>' a Jr^paneae army on the 
bordera of Munohuria. Japan, by a very 
striking objeco lesson, baa demanstrated the 
juatioQ of Ker contention that so far as oon- 
oernod Chincoe tutelage Korea's security 
againat foreij^n inTasloB was a myth. Ujina 
is a port diuiant five miles from.Hiroahima, 
a town on the inland sea where the Bnaiperor 
of Japan, ae oommander-in-oblef of the mili- 
tary and naval foroea, liaa established head- 
quurtora. Hiroshima waa' ohoaen for the 
purpose beoauae it is the most southerly 
point to whiob the main trunk railway of 
Japan haa been pushed. 

Troopa and stores from every part of the 
empire reaoh it by rail. Theh.»rbor at Ujina 
is cjpablo of accommodating 50 or 60 larijo 
ateamora, and between Ujina and Hiroshima 
a military road haa been built. Oa the ISih 
of October the laat steamer of a great flotilla 
of Japanete tranaporta atcnmod out of Ujina. 
They carried ajcorpa do armoo aggregating 
^2,000 comqatantB, with all their equip- 
ment, ambulanop, military train, ortiliery 
and 80 forth. T le flotilla, heading to N. VY. 
steered lor Bncranco of the P-chi li gulf to 
attack Port Arthur and Wei-Hai-Wei. 
At tbia moment the flotilla ie 
probably diBombarkiDg its freight, 
Pert Arthur and \Vei-ha-Wei are 
China's only fortified harbors in the North- 
em pirt of her empire. Their worka of de- 
fence were planned by Gorman engineera 
and they enjoy the reputation of being im- 
pregnable. Port Arthur haa docks civpable 
of receiving big ironclads and ia an impor- 
tant naval depot. Japanese troops will at- 
tack both placea from the land side, and it 
may be predicted that they will take then. 
In that case, the gulf of Pe ohi-li, and 
therefore the maritime approaches to Pakia, 
will bo completely commanded by Japan. 

Another contingency, too, ia involved. 
The Chinese flaet will-hava to tight. During 
the early stagse of fhe war the ships of the 
northern iquadron lay eecnre under the big 

guns of Port) Arthur and Wei-ha-Wei. 
iQoe they were oaaghb at sea. On Septem- 
ber 17| when retamtng from the Yalu river, 
whither they had oonvoyed a floinia of 
tranaporta, they eneonntered a Japanese 
■quadron <and lost £va of their num- 
ber. The remainder escaped to Port 
Artbar ^and there underwent repairs. 
How they mnst emenge onoe more to do bat 
tie, and' anoh of them as are nob-eunk or 
oaptnred will have tO'Clioose betwe/in flying 
south and abandoning the duty of defouding 
the route into Pekin, or entering the gulf of 
Fe-chi-Ii and awaiting in exposed positions 
the attack of the Japanese squadrons. China 
ia on the eve of a great disaster. Ibe 
Japanese troopa will have 37 miles to march 
from their point of landing to Port 
Arthur. On the way they must 
capture Chin Chin, a walled city, and 
25 miles further on they will find 
themaelvoa at the bi>s3 of the hille overlook- 
ing the inlet at the head ol wl.loH Port Ar- 
thur liea. The hilla are from .350 lo G50 feet 
high and thoir creeta'and passBB ate fortified 
with conaiJerablo shell. Within their en- 
circling arma are twelve battorffo equally 
distributed on either aide of the u",trauco to 
the port. These batteries extend civtr more 
than four milea seaboard and ar« armed with 
40 Krupp guns, varying from .!C oontimetro 
to 24 cuntimetro, together with rifled mor- 
tara. It ia a tough nut that awaits the Jap- 
anese forces buttliry will crack it. 

Chinean priaouor» of war have begun to 
arrive in J ipm. They aro diatiHgoiabed by 
dirt and dijdoi ion. The Japsneee crowdH 
laagh at them as they pass, bub make no 
.demonatration of rancour. The wounded 
are attended with the utmnat kindness and 
the oare and treatment of the wounded i: 
very humane. This record presents a strik 
Lig contrast to the belligerent methods of 
the Citinese themselves. They make so 
prisoners. From kilted and wonnded alike 
they chop off the heads and maku'bunahoa of 
the latter by paHsitig strings thro«gh their 
mouths and (iullote, as a fi«hei>Dian doei 
with a mesB uf trout. Field Marshal Yam 
ngatii, who commands the Japanese army in 
Korea, haa warned hio men in a goBoral or- 
der not to booomu priBoncra of the Chincae , 
but at the same time haa exhorted thoni to 
remember tho canona of civilizition and 
treat enemies, wounded and oaptives, aa 
'.hey would treat companions. Both 
junctiona are obeyed. 

The Diet mot in apooial aeaaion at Hiroa- 
china on September i5, and the Kaiperor 
ofhoiaily opened it on the 18th with this 
speech : 

" My Lords and Oenlhmen': 

" Wo have convoked an extraordinary 
session of tho Imperiri diet on the oooasion 
and have ordered our minister* of state to 

lay before you aa moaaurcs of great urgency 
bills relating to military and naval expendl- 
tarea. We ret'ret to any thst China having, 
in disregard of her duty, doolined 
to CO operate for tho preaorvation of tho 
peace of tho Orient, war haa roaulted 
But tho sword, having beonSuushoathed, 
must not be rolurncd to its saabbord until 
thoobjectof the war shall have been attained 
It is our earnest desire that our loyal aub- 
jects, acting in perfect union and hurniony, 
ahould devote thomeiilvea to promote (he 
interests of our empire so that tho onm- 
pletcst final triumph ot our arms ore bolng 
secured, tho blesalnga of peace may bo 
speedily reatorod to tho Orient and tho 
honor of tho nation vindicated. 

" My Lorda and Gentlemen, wo invite your 
efforts to bringing about thu full roali/ation 
of that objeot." 

The appropriations that tho diet waa asked 
to make aggregated 150,000,000 yon, an im 
tnense sum for Japan, nearly double of her 
annual state revenue, but the diet awal- 



lowed the big mouthful without a wink 
Not a word of debate was hoard ; not a di< 
B'ntieni; voice was raised. The 1,")0 000,000 
Wis voted amid cheers unprecedented in 
Japan's parliamentary hiatory. Tho fa 
la that every man in the country would aell 
the shirt off hia back to win thia Qght. The 
nation'a heart and aoul are in thia -struggle. 
Japan o^nnot put up hundreds of milliuna 
for warlike purpoaea without more or leas 
checking her industrial expansion. Sho ia 
going to do her fighting and hence cub of 
the 150,000,000 voted by the diet there re 
mains to her 125,000,000. Thab is expected 
to last a year at any rate, bub tho war will 
not laab a year. 

The Minister President of State, Count 
Ito, laid on the table of the House of Peers 
on October 19, the oorreapondonoe that 
passed between the governments of lokio 
and Pekin before the outbreak of the war. 
lb ahows cottolusivaly that Japan stoutly 
slated her oonviotion as lo the necessity of 
putting an end to tho terrible maladminis- 
tration of Korea, and frankly .'nviced China 
to oO'Operate. Had China agroeJ to send a 
joint commiaaion of inquiry, the awo/d need 
never have boon drawn, bub wh'coa 
Jipan waa in deadly earnest, Ch.'na 
was majcatically auporoilioua and in- 
difTeront. She did nob want " a progreaa- 
ive tributary" while she horaelf remained 
conaervativo. 

Paiiis, Ivov. '7. — M. iLuotaux, miniater 
°^ lOIoIgn affaira, gave tho Chineae miniater 
an audience yoatcrday. It ia understood 
ho told tho miniater that France could not 
initiate peace nogotiationa with Japan for 
China, but would co operate willingly with 
the other powers in favor of peace. 

LoNDOK,Nov. 7.— Tho Times' correapond- 
nni in Hen Tsin says ; " The envoys of all 
the powers assembled on the 3rd at tho 
Twung LI Yamen to hear China's vlowa on 
the situation. Prinoe Kung oalmly avowed 
China's Impotence to witiutand the Japan- 
ese and appealed to the powers to intervene. 
He declared that China was williog to 
abandon the suzerainty of Korea and pay a 
war indemnity. He handed each minister a 
note embodying these proposals. The minis- 
ters were favorably impressed, applauded 
hia frankness and promised to support bis 
appeal. The French minister is believed' to 
be taking tho leading part. The Japanese 
agent proposes to buy the Ueet of Taku tugs 
and lighters and the English owners have 
agreed to neeotiate. 

A Shanghai dispatch says that it ia rum- 
ored that the Pi Yong squadron ia in Port 
Arthur. Tho Chinoao report that the Jap- 
anese aro rapidly advancing in tho roar of 
Port Arthur and that a atrong Japanese fleet 
in outside the harbor. It ia probable that 
Port Arthur and the Chinese fleet will fall 
into the hands of the enemy. Chinese de- 
aertera are arriving at New Chwang in largo 
numbora. They are panic stricken. The 
Japanese flying squadron is reported to bo a 
hundred milea off New Chwang.

Berun, Nov. 7. — In an interview with a 
Lokalanzeiger reporter, aboard the Lemberg 
& Berlin express, Prof. Leyden said -regard- 
ing the lateCzar''s illness: "Tho post 
mortem examinatten established the 
accuracy of our diagnosis, chronic 
nephritis, with oonmenoing atrophy of the 
kidney, seoondary'enlargemenb of the heart 
and sporadic Inianmation of the deft lung. 
The atomach was intaot. The stories 
asoribing the CxMr's illness to poisoning are 
absolute fiction. 1 do not consider that 
Prof. Zaoharin is in any way to blome for 
the result. The Czir was perfectly cogniz 
ant of bis true atato, but ho was a fatalist 
and gave up too early. Ho performed his 
duties as a ruler to the last moment. Ho 
died a hero. The Czikrina is prostrated, bub 
she is in no danger and will soon recover." 

BnoA-PESTK, Nov. 7. — Tho lower house 
of the Hungarian Diet adopted to-day, by an 
overwhelming majority, a resolution pro- 
posed by,Herr Bannffy, expressing sympathr 
with Bnssia in the death of tbe Czar Alex 
ander III. In the debate somo of the Left 
members supported Herr Thaly fii opposing 
the resolution on the ground that Russia had 
suppressed Hungary's Struggle fur freedom. 

LiVADiA, Nov. 7 — lb is ofliclally atated 
that the body of the late Czar, after lying in 
atate in the church palace here, will be 
taken to' Yalta, and from there conveyed to 
Sebastopol on the Russian cruiser 
Pamyat Merkoovia. On the funeral train 
to Moscow the escort will include the Czar 
Nicholas, the Czirina, tho Cz»revit{h, 
Grand Duko George, Princess Alix and 
other membara of the Imperial family. 
Tho Prince and Friucesa of Wales and 
membera of foreign royal families will return 
with the imperial family of RusBia. At 
Moscow tho body of Alexander III will lie 
in state aevoral daya at tho Arshangul 
oathodral, and at St. Petersburg in the 
cathedral of St. Petor and St. Paul. At 
towns where tho fonoral train atops on tho 
way to Moscow and St. Petersburg dinners 
for tho poor will bo provided at tho oxponao 
of tho Czir, ond at each stopping place 
requiem nmsa will bo celebrated. 

WASiii.siiTON City, Nov. 7. --Prince Can- 
tacuzene, the Russian ambassador, haa noti- 
fied the atate department that memorial ex- 
orcises for tho Ilk I' I zir would bo hold at tho 
Rusalan legation 1 o'clock on Friday 
morning. Invitations to President Clove 
land, mombera of the oubinotand other high 
oiiicials havo been ishued.

I'HE BUSY GRITS. 

Some buay Grita in this city are trying to 
convinc) their Conaervative fellow-oitfeens 
that aioce the Postmaster-General has not 
paid the provisional allowance to the letter- 
carriers and some of the Post OlSce olorka 
the Conservative Government is utterly bad 
and altogether unworthy of aupport. Their 
onae has only to bo simply stated to show ita 
absurdity. It would be quite as reason 
able to tell a man who was vexed with bia 
wife for not having dinner In good time or 
for running up a bigger bill at the dry goods 
store than ho thought right, that she 
was not fit to bo truated and that he 
ought Without au hour's delay enter 
prooeedioga for a divorce. A reaaonable man 
would kick a mischief-maker lilce this ont of 
his house without waiting a moment to con 
aider consequences. Everyone who has a 
grain of sense knows that neither wives uor 
govornnu nts are altogotlier faultleas, and if 
ainanwiiiita to ^et alaup; with either one 
or tho other ho niuat not niivynify faulto and 
niiatakes into 

There uovcr wan a Government yet whose 
membera and servants invariably did what 
was right. Uopartmental officials, even 
when their intentions are good, when they 
think they are doing not only what Is in tho 
interest of the Government but what is 
beat for tho coniniunily, aro liable to com- 
mit grave errors and to do what 
is hnrtful to the Government and injurioua 
to the publio. The supporter who, while 
approving of the general polioy of the Gov- 
ernment, regards such errors of administra- 
tion as untoryivablo ofTuiicca h greatly lack 
ing in judgment and will never bo long oi 
t;ocj(l terms witli any adminiatration. Men 
nf thia claaa aro ohronic kiokors, Xhey aro 
perpetually niukiog mountains out of molo 
hills and never can remain moderately c -u 
tented with the acts of the very best of 
Governments. 

Our Grit neighbors, who are working ao 
bird to Btir up discontent among tho Con- 
aervativea of this city, know very well that 
if their party wore in power they would 
have to be .oontlnually making excuaoe 
for the Government. That party, though 
Liberal In nanie, is not, as is very 
well known,''lib'era1 by nature. The Grit 
Government was with roapoot to 
moDuy iiiatlorB, not to put too line a jioiut 
on it, parsimonious. Tho " atinginoaa " of 
the administration was the uneudiue theme 
of the grumblers'cf ^ the Grit party and of 
some who were not by nature grumblers. 
Those who aro old enough to remember the 
departmental manogeinent of the Grita 
know very well that they did not err on the 
side of (juDbCOiiity. lu was, in fact, very 



NEW MVmOIPAL VOTBKS. 

The advortiaomout publiahed by tho Uily 
Aeaeaaor, calling upon those who wish to 
(juBlify aa householders for the purpoao of 
voting at tho approaching mnnioipal elec 
tiona to register their names during tho 
present month, is a reminder of tho very im- 
portont extension of the franchise made at 
tho last aoaaion of tho Logialature. That 
oxtenaion created what ia olsowhore 
known aa tho lodger franohiao, for 
it providea for tho rcgiatration as "house- 
holders " of poraoDB paying a rental of not 
leaa thon sixty dollars a year for tho room or 
rooms uaed a'a thoir dwelling jilucea. Any 
person who haa paid audi rental in tliis city 
for the twelve moutha preeedinj^ tho lat of 
November ia entitled now to havo bin or her 
name placed upon tlio voters' list. A large 
number of ynuug men endowed with 
the good senao and energy which 
haa enabled them to take a leading 
part in public affiira other than municipal, 
havo hitherto been refuaod a voice in the 
direotion of the afF*irs of their city beoauao, 
not being iieads of families, they were not 
householders' in the strict meaning of that 
term. If these young men accept tho invi- 
tation to register aa voters, and cxerciBO 
their righta at the municipal eitotiona, tho 
effect upon tho management of city air^ira 
should be a marked change for the bolter. 



MUNIUIPAL OWNERSHIP. 

There has been on thia side of the Atlantic 
of late yeara a good deal of diacuaaion, some 
of it excaedingly virulent, respecting the 
advantages and disadvantages of the owner- 
ship of produotive works by the munloipal- 
ities. Shall the city own its water works, 
ita g&s works, its lighting apparatus, its 
tramways, etc., has been discussed and re- 
diacaaaed, yet a dealeion eooms to be as far 
off as ever. Cloaely connected with the 
question of municipal ownership is the 
State-Boolalism which requires railways 
and telegraphs, and the means of pro- 
duction generally, to be placed in 
the hands of Government. Tho advoctktos 
of both aystema follow the aame line of rea- 
soning, and tho objectiona that are urged 
against the one kind of socialism apply with 
equal or even greater force to the other 
kind. 

The queatioD of municipal ownership is 
diaousaed with force and ability in the 
November number of the Enginooring Mag- 
azine. What that very reapeotable publica- 
tion thinks oi socialism as applied to great 
mttoiaipallties may be seen by the following 
extract from its leading editorial article on 

Municipal Engineering and Politics " : 

The f*co ia that too many thinga needed 
for tho supply of the neceaaltles of urban life 
tiro now controlled by gangs of political rob- 
bora. Yet they would bo rejoiced to get 
more. Municipal ownerahip of gas works, 
of street railways, of rapid transit lines, of 
eleotrio lighting plante, simply means more 
opportunitioB for ward heelers ; in a word, 
more robboiy from the publio purse. There 
cannot be too much municipal ownership to 
suit the rlnga. Tho fatness of street-elean- 
ing oontracta, of jobs of paving streets, of 
o»re of publio buildinga and property, of 
docks and parks, of police and fire depart- 
ments, have not and cannot astlsfy a greed 
which ia insatiable ; and if the control of 
food and fuel supply and all other neceaearios 
of life wore offered to the political Molooh 
of modern municipal rule ita cavern- 
oua mouth, like an alligator's, would open 
to gulp it in. In tho light that haa lately 
been abed upon the true inwardnesa of 
municipal rule, it is difficult to conceive how 
any man, oduo»ted, intelligent and eauo, can, 
with a good ounBcieuce, udvooato any exton 
eion of municipal ownership. Tho hlHtory 
of publio works in American cities ia blotted 
all along the lino vith fraud, blackmail and 
otiier forma of extortion. It je only a th'ort 
time aincu a largo contract for constructing 
a street railway waa abandoned in tho city 
of Now York by a lirm in Philadelphia aftur 
much work had been done upon it. Tho 
reason Basigncd by the Philadelphia firm wua 
that the Now Y'ork city oliicialsao obstruct 
od tho progroHB of tho work (one of their 
favorite oonlraolora having boon underbid in 
tho letting of tho contract) that tliero 
was no poaaibility of Qniehing tho work 
within the time specified ; and the Phila- 
delphia firm preferred to lose the large sum 
they had already expended rather than 
make any further attempts to struggie 
against the obBtaolsB ao interposed, and thus 
to risk future losses. Whether this state- 
ment oould have been sabstsntiated by evi- 
dence or nob no one who knows how things 
have been managed In New York for many 
years would ooneider at all improbable, 

Tho oxtenaion of municipal ownership 
will inoreaae the burdens of any city which 
indulges in such folly. Affairs may run 
amnotlily enough for a time, but when tho 
harvest gate ripu the rings will surely reap 
it. 

Aa the reader soca, tho Engi- 
nuorlng Magatdne haa referonco to 
liow tilings are managed in tho 
cities of tho United Staton, bub aa 
human nature ia pretty much the same in 
ail parte of the world, the system which 
produeea anoh bad effeota in the United 
States oan hardly be expected to aob very 
differontly in other oountrioe. Government 
management of publio works is not as a rule 
cnconomiual anywhere, and wo do not think 
it would be yerjr diffioalti to ahotir that lb la 
not more honesb than it ia eoonbtnical. Wo 
do not wish to convey the idea that lb la the 
governments that steal and cheat. They aro 
iu fact the victims of tho thieves and eharp. 
ors. Governments oan never make auro that 
all thoir uurvanls und others who do their 



to put aa little temptation as possible in 
their way. But State Socialism, aa far as it 
has been tried yet, whether on a largo or a 
small scale, opens the door wide for corrup- 
tion of.' maiiy kinds, • 

A USEFUL OliOAJSIIZATION. 

Tho groat impediment to oivio reform on 
thia continent is tho . apathy or rather the 
indifference of the citizens. Very many of 
the inhabitants of our cities seem to think 
that oity governmont ia beneath their notice. 
They ore ready enough to complain of bad 
oivio management but they do not exert 
themselves to havo thoir city's affairs hotter 
oouduoted. It is seldom that a good busi- 
ness man of wide intelligence can bo pre- 
vailed upon to take part in the government 
of tho oity, and thoao who are moat inter- 
ostod in having ita affairs economically and 
effectively managed do astonishingly little 
to prevail upon really good men to 
represent them in the city ooun- 
cil. It is difiSouIb to' ' account for 
thia, bub suoh ia the case, not only in 
Viotoria but in almost all the cities of the 
continent. 

One of the modes that havo boon resorted 
to witli success to arouao people to the im- 
portance of having their city's affairs man- 
aged in an enlightened and an honest way, 
is to form largo asaociations of intoUigout 
and ontorpriaing oitizona, whoao object it is 
to keep the neoiisaity of civic refnrnia before 
tho people, and constantly and carefully to 
watch the acts and tho meaaurcs of tho city's 
rulers with the view both of stimulating 
them to good works and preventing misgov- 
ernmont. Woseothataonioof tholeadingciti- 
Kona of Montreal have formed themaelvoa into 
an organiziiion which thoy havo named tho 
GoodGovernnionb Aasociationof Moutroal, " 
The following resolution ahows what tho 
Association proposes to do : 
• "Its objects shall be to perfect a perman- 
ent organization to continuously watch the 
course of municipal legislation in Montreal, 
aud all amendments to tho City Charter 
brought forward at Quebeo, To attain 
these objects it shall be empowered to estab- 
lish a fund and to employ the aervioos of 
oaunael and suoh other aisslatanoa as may be 
required." 

It is proposed that the Aaaoeiatton shall 

have a memherahlp of five hundred. It is 
not difficult to soo what an immense amount 
of good an association of this kind, composed 
of earnest and intelligent men, alive to the 
importance of having the oity well 
governed, oan do. They oonld, 
if they went to work in the right way,'keep 
up the interest of the citizens in oivio 
affikirs, have good men nominated and elect- 
ed as City CouDcllIors, prevent nonaenaleal, 
miechievoua or uDnecossary amendments 
being made to the Municipalities Law and 
Insure the rejeodon of money by-laws that 
wero not required, or that were drawn up 
and passed through Council to give the fav- 
orites of the aldermen good fat jobs. They 
oould alao ensure the iniprovementa required 
for the comfort ond convenience of the oiti" 
7.ens being made as aoon as, or nearly aa soon 
aa, they were required. But in order to do all 
this the members of the Assooiatlon should 
bo wide awake, should not be afraid of 
work, and ahould act iu such a way aa to 
gain the confidence and the respect of a ma- 
jority of the oltizens.

THAT AFRICAN FORTDMB. 

Mr. Q. Hhlndlcr Believes It Is There-EfTortB 

to Secure U. 

The atory that on enormous oatato in' 
South Africa is to bo divided among I'aciflo 
coaat heirs, aa printed in tho OreRoniaa yes- 
terday, was yeulorday confirmed by Mr. G. 
Shindlcr, roeident Hwias consul, and husband' 
of one of tlio direct hoira. Mr. .Shindler 
said yesterday that liis wifo first received- 
word of the lucky windfall whiloaho wos on- 
the evo of departing from Oakland, Cal., 
for home, about two months ago. Sho aaw" 
a notice of tho death of tho millionaire, 
William MoKay, in an Eastern paper, and 
from tho aamo aourco learned that she was 
one of tho heira. As the majority of the 
heirs reside in California, Mrs. Shindler re<-. 
mained in Oakland that aho mif;hb bo betted 
able to consult with the other heirs. 

According to the etntementa o[,Mr. Shind- 
ler, the matter baa not been withheld from 
the public beoauso there waa any doubt, as 
to the truth of the report that bia wife and 
others were heira to auoh » valuable eatate. 
He says that' the' family liad long expected!, 
to isherib' a large. anm of money, but tha 
windfall was looked for in the direotlon of 
India. General MoLeod, the uncle in search 
of whom William MoKay left his homo and 
kindred, never to return, ivaa a real person- 
ap!e, a man of great ability in business and 
in military afifaira, and known to have beea 
very rich. 

William McKay left homo in 1S55 and 
went direct to India, where his friends 
lost all trace of him. The will, of which, 
Mr. Shindler has a copy, ia dated " Kim- 
berly, July 20, 1877." The maker waa" 
then a bachelor. He was known throughout 
tho colonies as tho •' money lender," ruJ^ it 
is said, made enormous suma of mo.y,9y In 
his will he left each of hia brothers and sis- 
ters 81,1)00,000. Aa four of those died with- 
out iosiio theie vvill bo §(5,000,000 for divi- 
lion umonp! the remaining four heire and,' 
their progefly. 

Mr. Shindler aaya that they have left no. 
stone unturned to eoe that the estate is set- 
tled up as quickly as possible. Mr. Neil 
Morrison, the St. [John, New Brunawiok, 
heir, has placed the papers in his possession 
in the hands of the mayor of that oity, and 
all are now awaiting doveloproente. — Port;< . 
land Oregonian. 



MARINE MOVEMENTS. 

The steamer Rithet ia engaged carrying 
salmon to the bark Sonta, now loading at 
Engliah'a cannery on the Fraaer. Aa no 
cargo is to be taken on hoard during 
wet weather, tho veasel'a abaotco from port 
will be somewhat lengthy. 

The N.P.E. S.S. Sikh sailed for this . 
port from Yokohama on the 30th ultimo, 
having on board 1 500 tons of overland 
freight, 805 tons for Portland, and .350 tone 
for Viotoria. Sho has also about twenty- 
five passengers. 

The steamer Harry Lynn collided with 
and damaged to the extent of about SlOO 
one of tho buoys of Nanaimo harbor a few 
evenings ago.

Thorpe & Co.'s soda water works on David 
street, near the Gorge road Methodist 
church, wore partially demolished by fire 
yesterday morning. Mr. Bryoe, one of the 
linn, and Harry Jonca, were the only ocou- 
punta of the place at the time, and their 
escape from death was miraculous. They 
occupied separate rooms in the upper part of 
the building, and shortly after six o'clock 
were awalcened by the roaring llimos. 
Without dressing, as that waa impossible, 
they escaped by the windows of their 
respective roonip, Jones with some 
blankets thrown over his head to prevent 
sulTocation, and Bryco with nothing on but 
his night clothes. After landing cn a ver- 
andah, the former slid down the verandah 
post, but the latter fell to tho ground sus- 
taining slight outs. Whila Jones was dresa- 
ing his companion hunted up a firo box and 
at iibout G:15 o'clook rang in an alarm from 
box -tl. The firemen turned out promptly; 
bu'i only to have a long hard run made more 
diUicult by bad streets. Near the ohurch 
the; heavy engine sank to tlie hubs, but 
fortunately aa two hydrant atreama were 
obtainable thia waa prodnstive of no great 
disadvantage. When the firemen aet to 
work the flamea were already ahootiog to the 
roof of the building, which waa a 
two-story frame. Onoe dnriog the fire 
theio waa a perfect fuallade of exploding 
cartridges. At another time aa two fire- 
men were directing a stream of water 
through a window ihey wore warned of 
danger by Chief Deasy, who was im- 
mediately under them. They at once 
moved but only just in time to escape the 
immense pile of bricks that fell with the 
collapse of the lofty chimney, Tho damage 
done by the fire is roughly estimated at 
about §2,000, the lower story of the build- 
ing containing the machinery, chemicals, 
etc., being practically uniujurod. Tho 
§2,000 loss includes the deatruction of near- 
ly all the contents of the oflioe in the upper 
part of tho building and some $200 which 
Bryco says was in tho pcckets of hie 
trousers. There is $6,500 insurance on the 
place, half of which is in the Royal and the 
remainder in the London and Lancashire.

Moat heartily do I thank you for this ad- 
dress, couveyiugaa it; doea iu moat loyal and 
gonial terms a wolcomo aud a greeting 
wliich certainly wo thnU evir remember 
with pfculiar eatiafaotion. I aay peculiar 
aaliafaction in no mere conventional or com- 
mon-place aense. I uso tho expression not 
only because of tha oontcnta of thla address 
but beciuse this locality and settlement hove 
for long been (aniiliar to us by name und by 
reputation. (Applause.) Y'ou can understand, 
therefore, that it is with especial interest and 
pleasure that we find ouraelvee amongst jou, 
Thsra ia another feature airong many which 
makes mo value this adddress particularly, 
and that is ita oomprehonslve element. It 
reproeents quite a number of different aooie- 
tics, but all of oourao tqually endowed with 
tha oharaotor of loyal public spirit as 
evinced by this dcmonatration and also by 
tlia common cbaractoristio of un iutoresi, a 
slnoeca end eapcoial interest in this place and 
district and with an evident determination on 
the parti of each and all to omit no eCTurt to- 
wards the promotion of its luooess and pros- 
perity. (Applansa) I have heard among 
other things about DanoansMid the locality 
generally, of tbfi ezoellent farming lands 
which lie within Its borders. Of course the 
time fliaco operations were commenced here 
haa not as yet been so very long — at any 
rate not long enough to allow mora than 
what we might call a bcgiDDing to bo made, 
though a most encouraging and aatlsfiotory 
beginning. I speak of this comparatively 
oarly peilud in j'our hiatoiy mostly for tho 
aako of alluding to the future development 
which may bo cxpooted. (Applauee) I 
underatund, and I hoar it with groat plea- 
auro, that there ia a prospect ol u creamery 
beiug Eatablialied in tlicao parts. (Ap- 
plause.) From what I huvo hoard already 
of creauiorioa within tho borders of the Do- 
minion, I am led to look with great hope 
and conlidonco on that form of enterprise. 
I have no doubt that many people will tell 
you thacnunyoreameritaintho UnitedStatea 
"are closed becauao of their want of Eucoeas. 
Well, if that ia tho oaae, I think you will 
tied thai it has been becuiiao of want of 
mauogenient or from tho laud being unsuit- 
able and not from any inherent weakneas in 
the system. I speal^of the failut-ea in the 
U,8. beoauae I have not as yet beard much 
in that direction as regards oroamerlca in 
the various provinces of the Dominion. 
(Applause.) I speak in the preeence of 
the Minister of Agriculture of British Col 
umbia and therefore I muat be oarefttl of 
what I say. (Laughter,) I have noiloubt 
ho will not correct me pnblioty bub rather 
in private if I make mistakes. (Renewed 
laughter.) I have no doubt that dairy 
f irming should be onUivated in snob a 
locality as thin. I am told that there is no 
(|UOBtlon about tho good priees to be obtained 
for tho heat (|uality of fresh butter in Vic- 
toria — priOBB which made nio rather en- 
vious, or ut IcHBl; ambitious, as a fellow- 
fanner. There ia, I irmy tell you, v, pros- 
peoli of Professor Robortaoii, tho dairy 
commissioner, coming to liriiisb Col- 
umbia next spring, and I would 
strongly advlao you oillior to aoeuro a visit 
from him or to got him to oomo to some place 
as near you aa posaiblo, because ho has 100.31 
excellent und valuable suggcatiou to offer in 
regard to such un outorpriao. (Applause.) 
In faot I do nob know any man better quail. 
fiod to oct in that direction, (Loud ap- 
plause.) I suppose tho farmora of this dia- 
rrict will bo inclined to aivy that if thuy cm 
furuieh good froah butter to Victoria or any 
other commodity they will expect good, fresh 
money, or inother wordo, prompt payment, 
(Laughter.) I muat not allow inysulf to be 
led by the iugt(eaUve topics of this address 
tp enter upon any lengthy reoaarka, I just 
Wish to mention that cha ohief reason why 
tha name of Duncan's is already n> familiar 
to us is beoanso we claim parsonal friends in 
this Inc&lity sinos (be parents of Miss Q?er- 
osn Wilson, a valued friend of ours who 
assiata Lady Aberdeen as her (ecro- 
tary, ara settled here and wo have 
thus been kept Informed of what 
la going on hero. (ApplausG.) I liopn that 
some part of our tinio may bo apont in 
visiting them and alao in aoolng tho sur- 
roundinga of this placo. (Kcnowed Ap- 
plause.) Tho day Is not brilliant, hut tho 
weather hoa been fino enouoih to enable ua 
to bo very much impresaod by the beauties 
of the scenery that we have paaeed through, 
and leoondly by the appearanoe of comfort 



and enterprise around us, aa well aa by tho 
decoratioua which have been displayed to 
weleonie us on this oooaaion. I cannot clofo 
without offering aomowordof hearty thanks 
on Lady Aberdeen's behalf und also on my 
own for the genial refereno'es to her coDtain- 
od in your addreas. Suoh- utterances are 
gratifying, and should bo an ettoouragemont 
to endeavors' to forword the best interests in 
the fallesb sense of the^ordof this country, 
which we are all beooming niore attached to 
utnd proud of, (Loiid applauae. ) 

Ishould like, if ram.not^oocupying too 
much time, to add a word or two more ; 
first, with referenee to the exhiblli anid dis- 
play of the produots of this place. I claim to 
boBomothlDg of a farmer, and if I urn unable 
owing to other duties to live on my farm 1 
at least know enough of farming to be aware 
how dillinilr, it ia to make a farm pay 
(Loud liuightur ) However excellebb may 
bo tho natural o ipabiliticB of the land, there 
is no doubt of thla, that great earn and good 
man»geuient are rcciuisiie, perslBtently re 
luisito, if you are to inako land satisfactory 
in all respcolB. It ia very plcasaiit to see 
kuch apeciiiicDB aa these, but the lirat thing 
which occurs to mo is, at what rate could 
produce that and nl. what rate 
could I aoll it V (Laughter.) Y''ou aee I am 
becoming (iiiito oommorcial. (Laughter.) 
I would alao thank tho donor ot those 
fl.iwere so kindly presented by a young lady, 
with whom wo may almost cl.vim ac(|uaiut- 
anco becauao 1 know her grandfather, 
Admiral Maitland Dougall, in Scotland. 
(Applaupo ) I am quito aware that in ad- 
(Iroaaing this audience I am probably epoak- 
ing to many from tho Old Country, perhaps 
even recently from ihenoo. (Applause.) This 
udda to tho interest) of the oocasioo, but I 
confess it also adds to my senso of reapou- 
sibility in replying to thia addreas. I notice 
also tho kindly b'oTttish— nay, Aberdeen- 
ebiro- <|uotution behind us. It has a bome- 
Uko sound. Again I thank you. 

Hia Kxoelleooy conoluded by asking for a 
holiday for the children attending the 
schools. 

At the conolualon of the nddroaa Miss 
Edith Harriet Maitland-Dougal, a grand- 
daughter of the late Adtriiral Dougai, pre- 
sented a beantifnl bunoh of flowers to the 
Counteas and Lady Marjorie Gordon. 

A drive into the oonntry was subsequently 
taken by the Ooveinor-Qeneral and the 
Countess of Aberdeen, to visit Mr. Wilson, 
a friend. After the return to the train after- 
noon tea was served under tha hos- 
pitable auspices of Mia. Crofb and 
tho Misses DuDsmuir, nod at 4:45 
the train atarfiid on the retara to Victoria. 

When the train was abonb to start His 
Excellency addressed the ladies and gontlo- 
men aaaembled at the station and after 
thanking them for their cordial reception 
proceeded as follows: 

I also wish to record our aenao 
of Indebtedness for tho courtesy 
which has boon displayed by our friond Mr 
Dunaniuir as representing tho Eequimalt &, 
Nanoimo railway. Of coureo I quite under- 
stand that this action and thia hospitality 
is olTered to ua in our ciiicial capacity 
— ic is a mark of loyalty and 
public spirit, none tho ieaa to bo 
valued becauao it ia also pervaded by 
kindly pernonnl sentiments. Tho action of 
Mr. Uunamuir haa in fact been similar to 
that displayedby that great railway corpora 
tion the Canadian PaoiticKiiiway Company, 
who during our present tour on the Main- 
land havo shown their groat courtesy 
olLring us special travelling facil- 
ities. I allude to that circuni 
stance with the moro pleaaure 
because I hope it will allay any anxious mis 
givingaon tho part of any who may imagine 
that tho Governor-General is trovolliag ut 
tho coat of the taxpayera.

GERMAN SOCIALISTS. 

Th(>y Kldleulo the Proposed AKrarlaiu Uom» 
mission and Predict Contlmiea 
Advauopnient. 

Bkblin, Nov. 7. —Six mass meetings of 
Sooialiata to diaouaa the reaulta of the re- 
cent Sooiallab oongreta in Frankfort were 
hold in Berlin thia ovoning. All of tho 
dolegatea oondemnod tho aL'.liudo of tho 
South German mon)bor8 of congress and 
ridiculed tho proposed agrarian commission. 
Deputy Paul Singer said that tho propo- 
sition wua a miatalte and a delusion, but 
that altogether tho Frankfort congress would 
bono obataole to tho advance of socialism. 
Concurrent with tho Berlin meetings a So- 
oialiat meeting was hold in Munich, Hoir 
VoUnmr waa loudly ohoored on deolaiing 
that the Bavarian Sooialiata would continue 
thoir tried taotios. Referring to Hi rr 
Ruedt's ceniiuro at the Frnnkfort congrenK.
